The ¥rench decreed 
that one day iu ten should, take the place of 
one.day in seven, What was the result?: In 
time it was seen that one day's’ rest in ten

The result was that the French revoked their 
decree and fell back upon ‘one day in seven,

Except .at 
China New Year the Chinese are prepared 
to, and do, work every day throughout Abe 
twelve months continuously, Large em: 
.ployers of labour may tell you that on :the 
whole the Chinese have as, many © noo- 
working days as the Ruropeans enjoy, 
but it is an established fact, that ja 
numberless instances, Chinese who ure’ not 
required ‘to work on Sundays in Buropean 
establishments, spend: the seventh day in 
working -for.a. compatriot employer. . - One. 
‘oflen hears people i in Hongkong. complain 
ing of the lack of means ‘of amusement.
